THE BOOM IN BROOM CORN. 


A BIB Crop and a Big Business In Neigh- 


boring Counties. 


Every one has an indistinct idea that the 


country east of Decatur is a great broom 
corn country, but few have an idea of the 
immense crop that is raised there. This 
jear the crop is larger, both m acreage and 
production, and the amount of broom corn 
that will be shipped will be something 
enormous. 
Ihe growers are all in a good 


humor, because the price is up, and are 
making arrangements now to get their 
produce on the market as soon as possible. 


For the last week broom corn cutters 


have been flocking into Douglas and Coles 
counties by hundreds. Over 000 have been 
brought out of Paris and Terre Haute by 
the T H & P. alone. The Central has 
taken 
as mauv into the corn country. 


Last Monday over 200 were brought ou^. 
The growers meet the trams at the stations 
to hire the men as fast as they get off 
Sometimes when they don't get oft, the em- 
ployer goes in the ears and yells out. "Who 
wants to cut broom corn? I'll give $1 50 
a day and board.' That is what they are 
paying this year. 
Some years the price is 


higher, frequently running up to $2.50 a 
day and boaid. One nun at Arnola this 
week hired 50 men m one bunch. They are 
rough customers, and as soon as they get 
their money, go to Terre Haute and have a 
big drunk. 
What they do the rest of the 


year is a question. Some of them go south, 
work on thesouthem rivers, and others go 
north to work in the forests. 


The cutting must all be done m the next 


month. 
When the corn is ready, it is cut 


and then piled up to dry. 
The harvest 


does not last long 


In a few weeks now the "brush" will be 


going to market by the tram loads. Ihe T. 
H & P. alone will probably take 700 cars of 
the baled brush from Arcola alone 
Arcola 


is the greatest broom corn market m the 
United States. As much as 340,000 has' 
been paid out there in a single day to the 
growers All during the shipping season) 
the teams hauling in the broom corn pac 
the streets of the little town so closely th 
it is almost impossible to get aroun 
For miles out in sojje directions ther 
will be a continuous row of wagon 
as close together as the horses can wall 
Of course that makes big business for th 
railroads.

Of 
course the garment should have been 
ripped apart and all the threads taken 
out. Any all wool goods will look jnst 
as well as new.

•wash, but must be dried in the shade 
and rubbed smooth with the hand on a 
flat surface "While Wet, and left todiy

DANVILLE, Va., Aug. 23.—George Earl.p 


and Byrd Woods, colored, were hanged at 
Rocky Mount, Franklin county, for arson 
committed in October last. During the 
gubernatorial campaign 
Gen. Mahone 


spoke at Rocky Mount and the party man- 
agers endeavored to procure a large tobac- 
co warehouse for him to speak in, but the 
owners refused to allow the house to be 
used for that purpose. 
A week later 


Lieutenant Governor Ma^sey spoke in the 
house, and that night it was burned. The 
flames spread to other houses and the bus- 
iness part of the town was destroyed. It 
wasshuwn that for negroes, George Early, 
Byrd Woods, William Brown and Nannie 
Woods, Ret fire to the house because of 
their indignation at the refusal of the 
owners to permit the Republican meeting 
therein. 


Sentenced to Death. 


They were convicted and sentenced to 


be hauled—Early and Woods Friday and 
Broun and the woman on Sept. 19. All 
the prt'p.'tratious for the day's execution 
having been completed Early and Woods 
were brought from their cells at 10:15 and 
the uiMth warrant read to them. Both 
made short talks, but neither made a con- 
fession. 
Woods said his own race had lied 


on hiiu mid brought him to the gallows, 
but lie was iunoceat 
Early talked only 


six minutes and s lid he lied on the tria. 
but li.ici been forgiven. Both &aid they 
were pieparpd to die and would soon be in 
glory. Theexerution was private and the 
drop fell ut 10 5,">. Neither man's neck 
wab biokeu.

by the federal novel nnifiit for the transfer 
of the remains, of the late Ciipt. Krirs&on 
from the Marble cemutery in this city to 
the cruiser Baltimore far conveyance to 
Sweden was iuo.->t satisfactorily carried 
out. The old monitor Nantncket, freshly 
painted, ai.d with her turrets draped in 
black, had been to\\ed from the navy yard 
in Brooklyn and plaml in the position of 
honor, immediately behind the funeral 
ship Baltimore and the Dispatch, from 
which latter .ship Secretary Tracy wit- 
nessed the carrying out ot the orders of 
the navy department in connection with 
thematter in hand. 


A Brilliant Spectacle. 


Following these two vessels, in order of 


position, were the other ships of the fa- 
mous new hquadroo of evolution, or white 
squadron, recently returned from the 
Mediterranean sea and South American 
waters. On their left were anchored the 
Pensacols, 
Dolphin, 
Yantic, 
Alarm, 


Kearsarge and Enterprise. The Philadel- 
phia, Admiral Gherardi's flagship, under 
orders for sea, the Vesuvius, Vermont 
aud Minnesota, all laid up for repairs, 
were represented by their launches and 
rowing boats, and acted as an escort to 
the tug Nina on the trip from the pier to 
the Baltimore with the remains. The 
fighting ships with their decks holystoned 
aud tbtir nuns and brasses burnished to 
a degree presented a brilliant spectacle 
as they lay in the blue viaters of the har- 
bor with the colossal statue of liberty 
tottering iu the mar perspective 
At the 


navy yard all things uere early in readi- 
ness for the prompt movement of marines 
and blue jackets to t'ic-various positions 
assigned them 
The Hags of the city hall 


and those on many private buildings were 
at hair-mast. 


Ill*' Honored Remains. 


So effectively bad the instructions of 


Atlminil liraine and bis assistants beeu 
executed that a few moments bc-lore 12:?-0 
the casket containing the 
remains of 


Capt Ericsson (.'merged from the gate of 
the Marble eemeteiy on Second street, 
where it hud been deposited utter his death 
iu this city in March 8, 18SU. The casket 
was placed in the waiting heaise which 
was immediately surrounded by the guard 
of honor, composed of veteran seamen who 
had seen spruce on the Enccsou monitors. 
As the body was borne fiom the cemetery 
gate to the hearse the Scandinavian sing- 
ing societies sang an anthem. The escort 
of United States munnes, after having 
ptesetited arms during the passage of the 
casket from the cemetery to the hearse, 
rapidly came to "attention" in their posi- 
tion on the right of the hue, and with re- 
markable alacrity organization after or- 
ganization iu the mam column, already 
formed, closed up on the right and pre- 
pared for the order to march, ivuich was 
soon given.

Modified the Orders.

NEW YORK, Aug. 28. — Mr. Webb has is- 


sued » statement evidently prompted by 
Mr. Powderly's manifesto. He starts out 
with the statement that "no man has been 
discharged by this company becausd he 
was a Knight of Labor or a membtr of 
any other organization." Then foi the 
first time since the beginning of th<t con- 
troversy Mr. Webb names a list of offenses 
among which are tlinie because of Which 
the Knights of Labor aie said to have 
been discharged, aud continues: 


"The company has discharged men irre- 


spective of their membership iu tin, order 
of the Knights of Labor, for drunkenness, 
incapacity, breach of duty, insubordma 
tiou, and for lack of sufficient work to 
employ them, and it will continue to do 
so whenever proper occasion arises. The 
people of this state granted to this com- 
pany its franchise, and made it obligatory 
upon it to render certain services to the 
public, and provided tlv»t all its duties, in- 
cluding the employment and discharge of 
all classes of agents, should be performed 
by certain officers: and its officers do not 
propose to surrender, abandon, or transfer 
the discharge of these duties, or any part 
of them, to any one except their duly ap 
pointed successor. 


Would lie Neglect of Duty. 


"It would be a moral and probably a 


criminal neglect of duty for me to omit 
to discharge a switch towermau fordrunk- 
ennes«, upon whose sobriety and fidelity 
to dutv depends the safety of the life and 
limb of some of the millions of passengers 
transported annually by this company. 
We could temporarily supply the place of 
a man who absented himself from work 
for two days without leave and without 
excuse, but what business, private or pub- 
lic, can be carried ou under such condi 
tious* What private or public business 
can bo carried ou subject to the dictation 
from the workmen that there shall be per 
formed only this or that amount of work? 
What employer can tolerate insolence and 
insubordinations, based upon the belief 
that the offender will be supported there- 
in by a secret organization to which he 
belongs, and by the agency of which the 
employer's business can be damaged or 
stopped?
